Wrigley Field plans unanimously approved

The Chicago Cubs on Thursday won unani- 
mous approval from the Commission on Chi- 
cago Landmarks for an ambitious $575 million 
remake of Wrigley Field. 

The new plan expands on last year’s pro- 
posal to renovate the 100-year-old stadium 
and surrounding areas and calls for seven ad- 
vertising signs in the outfield, instead of two 
signs, including a Jumbotron-like video board 
in left field. 

After reducing the plan for the video board 
from 5,700 square feet to 4,452 square feet, 
Cubs officials recommended to the landmarks 
commission an even smaller size Thursday of 
3,990 square feet. 

The landmarks commission had to review 
the plan because Wrigley Field has city land- 
mark status that protects several historic fea- 


tures of the ballpark, including the “uninter- 
rupted sweep of the bleachers.” 

But at the Cubs’ presentation Thursday, a 
member of the Cubs staff said the bleachers 
are expected to be demolished and rebuilt and 
that the ordinance refers to the scoreboard, 
centerfield and the grandstand. 

This was news to Ald. Tom Tunney (44th), 
who asked that the landmarks commission 
defer their decision during the meeting, saying 
the plans should have been presented online 
for residents to review first. His request was 
ultimately denied. 

Tunney said the Cubs’ attitude is: “This is 
what we’re going to do, neighborhood. Take it 
or leave it” and that the vote of approval gives 
the Cubs “carte blanche” to do whatever they 
want with the signs. 

Some residents also expressed their objec- 


tions to the renovations, while others spoke 
in support, including one 68-year-old Cubs fan 
decked out in a jersey and shiny hat. 

“Give them the go ahead,” she said. “It’s 
time.” 

The Cubs say the additional advertising 
would provide more revenue that the team 
said it would use to pay for the reconstruction 
and build a winning team. Outside the stadi- 
um, team owners the Ricketts family have re- 
ceived approval to build a hotel and an office- 
retail complex. 

The Cubs also have proposed additional 
seats, more lights, bigger clubhouses and a re- 
location of the bullpens from foul territory toa 
spot under the bleachers. In front of a packed 
room of fans, rooftop owners and media, Cubs 
representatives said Thursday that the project 
would include five new suites as well, four in 


right field and one bigger suite in left field. 

The team is going back to the landmarks 
panel after it spent about a year negotiating 
with owners of rooftop clubs overlooking 
Wrigley Field. The club owners say the signs 
planned for the outfield would block the view 
from their perches, violating the 2004 con- 
tract under which the rooftops pay 17 percent 
of their revenue to the Cubs. They’ve threat- 
ened to sue. 

Cubs President of Business Operations 
Crane Kenney vowed to continue negotiating 
with rooftop owners at the meeting Thursday, 
but added that the “cumulative visual impact 
{of the signs} is modest compared to most 
modern sports facilities.” 

Kenney said the construction would create 
2,100 jobs and that despite legal threats, “In 
short, we are ready to go.”

As weekend gun violence escalates, residents in some neighborhoods feel like prisoners in their homes

Linda Hayes has no plans to venture outside 
her West Englewood home this weekend even 
with a favorable weather report and invita- 
tions to several gatherings. 

Instead, she intends to spend the next 
72 hours inside her home, a hostage to the 
gun violence that overwhelms her struggling 
neighborhood on weekends. She tells herself 
there’s no guarantee that this weekend will be 
any safer than when 82 people across the city 
were shot over the long Fourth of July holiday. 

“I’m going to stay in my house,” she said. 
“When I hear gunshots, T’ll just fall to the 
floor. When I hear the police sirens, Pll know 
it’s OK to get up.” 

With the city still reeling from last weekend’s 
violence, both residents and police find them- 
selves bracing for another weekend. Over the 
next three days, the police department’s ranks 
will be stretched thinner because of the security 
required for the Taste of Chicago, while com- 
munity activists worry about retaliation shoot- 
ings that have made parts of the South and West 
sides feel increasingly like urban war zones. 

Earlier this week, Police Superintendent 
Garry McCarthy suggested officer fatigue 
may have contributed to a particularly vio- 
lent stretch last Sunday when six people were 
killed and at least 24 others were wounded. 
He wondered aloud if the department was 
understaffed or too tired that day, following 
overtime patrols needed for the downtown 
fireworks shows on Friday and Saturday. 

“We're square-rooting nine ways from Sun- 
day what is it that happened,” he told reporters. 
“Was it a fatigue factor? Did we give [too many} 
people [time] off? Because the fireworks were 
Friday and Saturday. That’s where we had a lot 
of folks deployed during those time frames.” 

The department later backed away from 
the statement, but McCarthy’s candid mo- 
ment did little to calm fears on the South Side. 

“If they were tired last week, what's it going 
to be like this weekend when they have the 
‘Taste going on for five days? How tired are they 
going to be then?” Hayes asked. “We’re tired, 
too, you know. We’re tired of living like this.” 

In recent days, Mayor Emanuel has talked 
once again about the need for tougher gun 
laws, additional investment in impoverished 
neighborhoods and more engaged parenting. 
Few disagree with his views, but those ideas 
do little to ease the current sense of panic and 
desperation in police districts such as Engle- 
wood, Austin and South Chicago, where more 
than 140 people have been shot since Memo- 
rial Day, according to a Tribune analysis. 

“Clearly, if we had all this many people dy-

ing over in Iraq, it would be national news,” 
said Rev. Ira Acree, pastor at Greater St. John 
Bible Church in Austin. “People are dying and 
being gunned down here, like it’s a war zone. 
It should be declared a state of emergency. We 
are in a crisis here.” 

Police officials said no significant tactical 
changes are planned in light of last weekend’s 
violence. Instead, the department will con- 


tinue to rely on overtime to try to combat 
violence, flooding the city’s most dangerous 
streets with hundreds of extra cops. 

For the summer, the department also as- 
signed as many as 200 officers to overtime shifts 
in parks, public housing complexes and on the 
CTA on weekends. On top of that, the city has 
canceled weekend days off for dozens of cops on 
tactical, saturation and gun teams in high-crime 


neighborhoods on the South and West sides. 

In a telephone interview, Deputy Chief 
David McNaughton, who oversees patrol op- 
erations for parts of the South and West sides 
and downtown, said it would be a mistake to 
let one violent Sunday dictate how the de- 
partment protects the city. 

“We're not saying ... ‘Oh, this didn’t hap- 
pen.’ It did. We’re not in denial,” he said. “But

what we have to do is {decide} what works 
long-term and stick to it. ... If you looked at 
what happened in one day in the period of 
time and changed strategies or tactics based 
on that, I don’t think that’s effective.” 

The department’s assurances offered little 
solace to West Englewood resident Linda 
Baldwin, who was greeted by gunfire when 
she returned from a weekend trip to Iowa last 
Sunday. As her son and daughter-in-law helped 
her unpack her car, a man was hit in a drive-by 


shooting about 30 feet from her home. 
Baldwin, 54, said she dove into her house for 
cover, banging her head and injuring her arm. 
The gunshot victim survived, but there 
have been three fatal shootings near her home 
recently, raising concerns by Baldwin about 
retaliation. She’s so worried that she plans 
to stay somewhere else this weekend, some 
place where she can sleep more easily and take 
the long walks that her doctor recommends. 
“If my car wasn’t running, I wouldn’t walk

to the corner store,” she said. “I would not 
walk. My doctor told me I need to go on 
nice long walks. I was like, Are you drinking?

Baldwin and her friend Debbie Beck at- 
tended a CAPS meeting earlier this week to 
learn more about what’s being done to curb 
violence in West Englewood, the neighbor-

Polar vortex will not be back soon

Chill out, everyone, the polar vortex is not 
coming back to Chicago. 

Despite a tweet Thursday from the Na- 
tional Weather Service, which said a “July 
version” of the polar vortex will hit Chicago 
next week, the area won't see a single flake or 
anything close to a chill. 

“T’ve been in the business 47 years and I’ve 
always learned a polar vortex forms in the 
winter,” WGN weatherman Tom Skilling 
told RedEye. “There’s such a sensitivity to 
that term, it’s not what I would have used.” 

Skilling chooses instead to call it a “highly 
amplified jet stream” that will bring “a pool 
of unseasonably cool air.” Not as flashy, sure, 
but more accurate, he says. 


Also, those freaked out by he erm should 
keep in mind that, in recent weeks, berpera- 
tures in northern Canada and even Alaska 
actually have been higher than they have 
been here. Hard to believe, he says, but it 
should comfort those worried frigiel arctic 
air is going to be sucked inta Chicaga. 

Skilling said it would be a “ear physical 
impossibility” for actual polarvartex consi- 
tions to form. How impossible? Skilling says 
a volcano would have to erupr, ora nuclear 
winter would have to blot aut the sun. 

“We're not going to see snow fying or ire 
pellets,” he said. “We might ste some hail 
from thunderstorms.”

We got a bet that 
we'll put about $20 in before the race and 
the person that runs away last or gets the 
closest is the winner. We’re going to try to 
stick together and see who wins.

Born to run, 
and that’s 
no bull

Unfortunately, we cannot interview bulls to 
know what they think when sprinting with 
hundreds of humans. But we can get a glimpse 
into what their lives are like as the Great Bull 
Run visits Chicago this weekend. 

For starters, there’s a reason the event is 
held on dirt. 

“Running on pavement is bad for hooved 
animals,” said Rob Patton, co-founder of the 
Great Bull Run. “We want to protect the bulls’ 
hooves. In Spain, they run on cobblestone and 
kill the bulls after. We use the same bulls at the 
events nationwide.” 

And unlike the Spanish tradition, at Haw- 
thorne there will be cowboys on horseback to 
lasso the bulls and protect runners if needed. 

All the animals in the Great Bull Run are 
raised at Lone Star Rodeo in Crofton, Ky. 
RedEye spoke with ranch owner Preston 
Fowlkes for more on the event’s rock stars. 


How are the bulls trained? 

Cattle follow cattle. I’ve got some bulls that 
have been on every bull run and know where 
to go, and of course on Friday before the start 
of the event, we always show them the course. 
In every group of bulls there are leaders, and 
we use four or five leaders and they run in sec- 
tions in eight or nine. 


What do they do before and after the event? 
There are tents set up and there’s water. We 
feed them once a day, that’s usually in the 
morning, and they have access to water all day. 
We'll have the fans that spray them down on 
the bulls to not get so hot. 


Do some of the runners reach out and touch 
the bulls? How does that affect them? 

It doesn’t do anything. It’s more to say you 
did something. It’s almost like you touched a 
celebrity. 


What’s the average day like for a bull 
at the ranch? 
We feed them every morning between 6 and 
7 a.m., and then they’ve got 100 acres that they 
wander around. They’ve got plenty of grass and 
water, and we feed them grain every day. 

The running with the bulls is a unique event 
in that there’s danger, but you can take care 
of yourself if you listen to the commentators 
that are there to tell you what to do. To me, it’s 
almost like skydiving, bungee jumping, that 
kind of thing.

Meet Logan Square’s 
new Middle-Eastern 
paradise, Masada

They say good things come to those wait. If 
that’s true, then Shadi Ramli, owner of new 
Middle Eastern restaurant Masada in Logan 
Square—which took 10 years to open after 
he bought the building—is about to receive 
truckloads of great karma. 

If you’ve passed the Masada marquee and 
boarded-up windows on California Avenue 


Worth 


just south of Milwaukee Avenue, it was easy 
to assume that the restaurant had opened 
and closed quickly. But just behind the riot 
of handbills and graffiti, the space was under- 
going a slow and deliberate transformation. 
“Ten years ago, me and a buddy rented a back- 
hoe and went to work,” Ramli said. “[Open- 
ing] was never a question of when, but how. 
We wanted to do it right.” 

Ramli’s pace was dictated by a desire to 
own the restaurant outright and to control 
costs. “If I’d taken out a construction loan, 
my menu prices would be three times what 
they are,” he said. “Also, because we own the 
building, we can be here for a hundred years, 
like the Greeks and the Italians. Look at New 
York. No one can afford the rents. It’s gentri- 
fied and losing its edge.” 


Hurry up and wait 

You'd think with all that time to get things 
right, the staff would have been put through 
their paces, but the hostesses seemed a little 
scattered. They promised me a table in 


5 minutes, but then said it wouldn't be ready 
for 25 to 30 minutes. My friend and I went to 
the bar downstairs to get a drink, and just as 
we ordered, one of the hostesses came down 
and said the table was ready. 


A one-stop garden, lounge and 
restaurant 

All the extra construction time meant Ramli 
didn’t have to rely on off-the-shelf decor. He 
traveled around the country finding ornate 
chandeliers and restaurant fixtures, which 

he installed along with a cool multicolored 
ceiling tile that looks like it was made from 
the side-panels of hundreds of Rubik’s 
Cubes. The dining room also is outfitted with 
family photos, a fireplace with gold-tone 

trim and a serious DJ booth (after all, Masada 
is open until 2 a.m. Sunday through Friday 
and 3 a.m. Saturday). There’s also a fantastic 
bi-level outdoor patio overflowing with lush 
plants, room for 50 diners and more wicker 
furniture than Pier 1. Masada looks like it 
might succeed as a standby for neighborhood

folks to drop in for a casual meal while also 
appealing to destination diners who want to 
dress up a bit and drop in for late-night beats 
and cocktails. 


Behold the ‘selfie’ bathroom 
Normally I don’t comment on bathrooms, 
but the ones at Masada have more mirrored 
surfaces than a strip club. After a few 
cocktails, I couldn’t tell if I was in front 

of a urinal or a mirrored reflection of one, 

a mistake one can’t really afford to make. 
“We call it the selfie bathroom,” Ramli said. 
“Everyone’s been taking pics in there saying, 
‘T’m at Masada looking hot,’ or whatever.” 


Is that Snoop Dogg ina turban? 
The downstairs space, which has a tiny 
stage, a bar and a smattering of cozy, modern 
club chairs, is intimate and lounge-like. 
Photos of famous celebrities such as Snoop 
Dogg and Denzel Washington wearing 
traditional Arab garb, the work of artist 
Mohamed Kanoo, line the room. “I wanted 
to bring attention to the stereotypes people 
have,” Ramli said of the artwork. “The world 
has been trained to think of Middle Eastern 
people as evil guys cutting people’s heads off. 
But we’re a peace-loving people.” 


A vegan paradise 

The Ramli family also owns Sultan’s Market 
in Wicker Park and Lakeview. Since 1995, 
the Wicker Park location has been a stalwart 
clubhouse for artists, vegans, vegetarians 
and anyone who loves good, cheap Middle 
Eastern cuisine. Sultan’s famous falafel 
makes an appearance at Masada, served 
either a la carte ($4) or with an “entourage” 
of crispy caramelized cauliflower, golden 
fried potato and zucchini ($8). The falafel 
had a nice coriander and cumin perfume, 
but of all the vegetarian/vegan-friendly 
plates, my favorite was my server’s 
recommendation, the fatet batinjan ($7), a 
mix of toasted pillowy pita chips and sauteed 
eggplant drizzled with sweet and sour 
pomegranate, tahini and lemon dressing. It 
reminded me of the Middle East’s answer to 
panzanella, or Italian bread salad. Another 
vegan dish I dug was Romania, a comforting 
stew of tender brown lentils, eggplant and 
pomegranate molasses ($13). Masada has one 
of the most vegan-friendly menus I’ve seen 
in a while. “Vegetarians, vegan and conscious 
eaters, they built us at Sultan’s,” Ramli said. 
“I tip my hat to anyone who sacrifices or 
gives up food out of respect to their beliefs, 
and that’s why we have so many vegan 
dishes.” 


Lamb spleen, anyone? 

Being vegan-friendly doesn’t mean Masada is 
meat-free. It’s plentiful and served in a nose- 
to-tail fashion with dishes featuring lamb 
spleen, liver and heart. “We grew up poot. ... 
My mom was a genius at making food out of 
nothing, like most moms are,” said Ramii, 
who was born in Amman, Jordan and named 
Masada after his mother. “Chickens only 
had one gizzard and we'd all fight for that. It

was a gift.” For those not so organ-inclined, 
there is an incredible array of kebabs made 
of seafood and halal-butchered meat. (Halal 
is Arabic for “permissible,” and in the case of 
halal butchery, the meat is raised humanely, 
fed a natural diet and slaughtered according 
to a set of strict rules.) The best meat value 
at Masada is the combination kebab ($39) 
plate featuring two pounds of grilled meat, 
including rare charred bits of lamb, juicy 
hunks of kefta (an Arabic sausage) and 
chicken, purple tangles of squid and scallops. 
It’s enough to feed two, and the meats were 
brined and beautifully seasoned; the only 
shortcoming was that the scallops were a 
touch bland. 


Cocktails with a backstory 

Ramli, who is as serious about his cocktails 
as he is about the food, hired Matt Frederick 
(formerly of The Aviary) to oversee the 
cocktail program. Many of the drinks here 
have funny names and backstories. One of 
my faves, a boozy Arnold Palmer featuring 
black tea, lemon juice and whiskey, is called 
the Bourbon Turban. “I liked the rhyme. 
Frederick told me I was either a [bleeping} 
idiot or a [bleeping] genius,” Ramli said. 
“One guy complained so far and said we were 
prejudiced. But we’re just having fun.” And 
then there’s the Habibi Hendricks cocktail, a 
mix of Hendrick’s gin, cucumber and lemon 
juice. “I was down in Tampa picking up some 


of the light fixtures for the restaurant and I 
discovered Hendrick’s. I got really hammered 
and fell in love and started calling it Habibi 
Hendricks. Habibi is a term of endearment. It 
means like ‘my boy. ” At $8, the well-crafted 
and balanced cocktails are an incredible value. 


The bottom line 

Though it took 10 years to launch, the 
incredible food, low prices and eye-catching 
decor make Masada a great new restaurant 
that was definitely worth the wait.

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‘Dawn of the Planet of 
the Apes’ is much more 
than just digital effects

Before Francis Ford Coppola shot “The God- 
father,” he gathered his cast for a meal during 
which the actors all reflexively began defer- 
ring to Marlon Brando, establishing a crucial 
dynamic of the film. 

Last April in a forest in British Columbia, 
when director Matt Reeves wanted to inau- 
gurate another feared and respected screen 
leader, Andy Serkis’ simian ruler, Caesar, in 
“Dawn of the Planet of the Apes,” he remem- 
bered that story, which Coppola had shared 
with him at a film class. 

“T had imagined that Caesar was the Don 
Corleone of the apes,” Reeves said. Reeves 
sent his cast of ape actors through improvisa- 
tions to help establish Serkis’ character as the 
alpha. “The emotional life of the apes was the 
thing I was desperate to explore.” 

And just as Brando relied on a quiet virility 
to communicate Corleone’s authority, Serkis 
built Caesar from the inside out, approach- 
ing the role by asking the same questions he 
would of a human character, such as, what is 
his history and what’s driving him? 

“Caesar is one of the most complex, con- 
flicted, interesting roles I’ve ever played,” said 
Serkis, who also has portrayed a serial killer, a 
punk rocker and King Kong, and who has an un- 
disclosed role in the upcoming “Star Wars” film. 


Walk 
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“Dawn of the Planet of the Apes,” which 
opens Friday, is the second installment in a 
technologically audacious reboot of the story 
that began with 2011's “Rise of the Planet of 
the Apes,” in which performance capture, a 
combination of acting and digital artistry, has 
allowed the animals to become more expres- 
sive, relatable and central to the narrative. 

Reeves picks up the tale 10 years after 
“Rise” director Rupert Wyatt’s origins story, 
in which Caesar, a super-intelligent chimp 
raised by humans, leads an ape uprising. In 
the new movie, written by Rick Jaffa, Amanda 
Silver and Mark Bomback, Caesar has estab- 
lished a thriving colony of genetically evolved 
apes, and the human race has been devastated 
by avirus. 

The early scenes unfold as a nearly silent 
film, without human characters, as a commu- 
nity of 2,000 apes, including a peace-loving 
circus orangutan named Maurice (Karin Kon- 
oval), an angry lab survivor named Koba (Toby 
Kebbell), a gentle escapee from a primate shel- 
ter named Cornelia (Judy Greer) and a skilled 
fighter named Rocket (erry Notary), live 
their lives. But with the arrival of human sur- 
vivors from a nearby colony, including charac- 
ters played by Jason Clarke, Keri Russell and 
Gary Oldman, conflict comes to the woods. 

“To play a character through his entire life 
and then to reach a point where he has a huge 
amount of responsibility,” Serkis said, “this is 
not an external thing. It is about very honestly 
using parts of your personality for the charac- 


ter. People say, ‘So how do you do the ape facial 
expressions? Is it difficult to do the monkey 
movements?’ It just doesn’t work like that.” 

The other actors who play apes have their 
own processes—Konoval, who returns as 
Maurice, spends her downtime painting with 
orangutans at a zoo; Notary, a former Cirque 
du Soleil performer, trains the ape actors, 
stuntmen and extras in finding an apelike 
bearing by encouraging them to shed their 
cerebral human tendencies. 

“It’s almost a look,” Notary said, dropping 
his brow, tipping his chin and issuing a guttur- 
al grunt. “When we’re training [the actors], 
we decondition them. We learn what makes 


us human. Being an ape is going back to being 
a more rooted, grounded animal. It’s a liquidy 
power that’s strong and agile. We go into tech- 
niques of standing, walking, quadrupeding ... 
then we build the social conditioning of the 
ape into the character.” 

The apes’ capacity for language—intro- 
duced with a single, dramatic word Caesar 
utters in “Rise”—has expanded here; mostly 
they rely on a primitive sign language, but 
occasionally they speak in halting sentences. 
The style of speech sprang in part from con- 
versations Reeves, a new father, had with the 
actors about watching his son learn to speak. 
He also enlisted a child development special- 


ist to help create the syntax. 

As the actors were honing their perfor- 
mances, the visual-effects artists at Weta un- 
derwent research of their own. A zoo in Wel- 
lington, New Zealand, where Weta is based, 
allowed the artists to photograph chimps that 
had gone under anesthesia for medical rea- 
sons and to take casts of their bodies. Because 
humans don’t have muzzles or heavy brows 
like apes, the work would help the artists craft 
the footage of the human actors into their 
furry, finished counterparts. 

“One of the questions we get asked is, how 
much do you change from what Andy did?” 
said Dan Lemmon, the film’s visual effects su-

pervisor. “It’s not just button pushing; there’s 
a lot of artistry.” 

“Dawn” enters a summer moviegoing sea- 
son that is traditionally short on that kind of 
feeling and longer on explosions and set piec- 
es. “Dawn” has those too, as well as a dramatic 
portrait of a weed-strewn, post-apocalyptic 
San Francisco. 

Still its most dazzling effect is to tell a hu- 
man story from the point of view of an ape. 

“I find it easier to understand myself by 
playing characters that are further away from 
me,” Serkis said. “I aspire to Caesar’s empa- 
thy. His empathy is enormous. He’s kind of a 
guiding force.”
